land lying in the 


upper part of the eiiy, for the purpose 
oi building a college, being the same 
tract of land now called (perhaps 
iron- 


icallyMlie "College " lot. 
Tbe peti- 


tion w ad accompanied 
by a aiapof Ibe 


tract, on tbe corner of which wen- two 
of Ord's lots 
marked, 
one " Chuide," 


the other " Bernard." 
In accordance 


with the petili«»u and for tbe purpose 
of building the college aforesaid, 
a 


deed was ordered by tbe Council and 
executed 
by 
the Mayor to tbe Bishop 


for the said 
tract of land, 
but "ex- 
cluding the lota formerly 
granted 
to 


Messrs. Claude and Bernard." 
It seems, 
therefore, that there can 


he no doubt at all that 
the land bad 


been granted to Bernard prior to that 
date, although Mr. Bernard 
now says 
it was not; and 
we can only account 


for tbe apparent 
contradiction by sup- 


posing forgetfulnest) 
on his part in ref- 


erence to a matter of small pecuniary 
importance, 
or that he supj>osed 
the 


deed to be for other land. 
Such cases 


are not at till unusual, and I myself 
know of cases of men 
who have 
ap- 


plied 
to the 
Council 
and 
received 


deeds, 
as they supposed, 
for land on 


which they were living, hut which 
turned out to be other lands, and have 
only discovered 
the 
mistake 
alter 


many years of unsuspecting 
possess- 


ion. 


Passing from this matter:?Several 


years 
since Mr. Beaudry purchased 


from Mr. Hansen 
a tract forming a 


part of the Canal and Reservoir "Coot* 
pauy's 
lands, 
and when 
engaged 
in 


fencing tliesame, was stopped 
by the 


agent 
of the 
Bishop, 
who claimed 


that 
Mr. Beaudry's 
tract 
included 


about live acres 
of the college 
tract. 


Not admitting 
the validity of the 
Bishop's title, Mr. Beaudry determin- 
ed to litigate the matter, and bis 
at- 


tention having been culled to the pre- 
vious grants 
to Claude and 
Bernard, 


he acquired the titles of those gentle- 
men, with 
a view of strengthening 


himself in his controversy 
with the 


Bishop. 
Those 
gentlemen 
wero wil- 


ling to make the transfers, and there 
was certainly no violation of law or 
propriety in Mr. Beaudry's 
accepting 


them. 
It turned out on the trial that 


Mr. Claude had many years ago made 
a deed to the Bishop 
for his lot and 


that the Bishop claimed that he had 
enclosed 
the Bernard 
lot with his 


fence under 
a parol 
license or grant 


from Mr. Bernard. 
The Bishop is 


wellknown in this community and it 
isperfectly clear that he never would 
have enclosed 
the land had he suppos- 


ed it belonged 
to the 
city, or that 


there was any doubt as to Mr. Ber- 
nard's title. 
The fact that he held it. 


formany years 
under Mr. Bernard's 


parol license or giant, shows conclus- 
ively what his views of the matter 
were. 


Jt is evident, therefore, that the ab- 


surd charge thai the city was in any 
way defrauded, 
is entirely without 


foundation; 
thatthe whole matter, in 


effect, concerned only the private con- 
troversy with Bishop Amat. 


Itwill be understood that I do not 


write the above as the advocate ofMr. 
Beaudry in the election, 
but that 
I 


would freely do as much for any ofthe 
other candidates 
did the occasion 
de- 


mand it; also, that the above facts are 
based 
exclusively on the records 
of 


the case, and came 
to my knowledge 


on the trial; and any one can 
satisfy 


himself of the correctness of the stare- 
ments here made by referring to the 
papers in the Clerk's office.

The Facts of the Case. 


Since 
the 
Express 
commenced 


charging 
Mr. Beaudry with having 


been guilty ofa criminal 
act in a cer- 


tain land transaction 
and announced 


its determination 
to lay the case 
be- 


fore the Stand Jury for investigation, 
we-have, 
on several 
occasions, 
asked 


Mr. BEAUDRY to give us a statement 
of the facts, but he declined to notice 
the false and malicious 
charges 
until 


an opportunity was offered to defiue 
himself before 
the legal tribuual at 


which the Express had stated itwould 
bring him. 
But as his maligner con- 


tinued to reiterate its charges without 
manifesring the slightest intention to 
have them legally investigated, at the 
request Of friends he gave us the fol- 
lowing, which is all that 
transpired 


between 
himself 
and 
Bernard 


relative to the lot in question : 


One day Bernard was In my office, 


when I toldhim that I was losing five 
and eight-tenths 
acres of land, which 
I had purchased 
partly from George 


Hansen and partly from the Canal and 
Reservoir 
Co., 
through 
the Bishop's 


having a deed from the city to twenty 
acres which lapped over my land 
to 


that extent. 
He (Heamard) then said 
that he thought he had a lot also in- 
cluded in that Bishop's 20 acies Hwhich 
was granted him during the time Mar- 
ehassault 
was Mayor, but as he had 


considered 
it almost 
worthless, 
hail 


paid no attention to it for years; did 
not know whether he had the deed,but 
knew that action had been had in the 
Council granting him the lot. 
Then I 


told 
him 
that 
he could 
ascertain 


whether he had a deed or not, and sug- 
gested that by going to the cityrecords 
he could settle that fact. 
Ho then 


stated that he had some difficultywith 
the Bishop in regard 
to the tract of 


laud occupied 
by him (Bernard) 
ad-

but said that he might get my clerk to 
do it for him, which was 
done.

to sell me tho lot, but 


after he had obtained 
the deed I told 
him that as he had stated 
to me that 


he placed no value upon the land, ifhe 
would givo me a deed I would pay the 


ypdjfre of it. which bo did- 
Also, in 


further Ounsidei at ion thai hewn 
tin- 


der obligations to mo for having beer, 
exceedingly useful to him In settling 
tbe affairs l«f ihe Wine Growers' 
As- 
sociation, in which he was interested 
to (lie amount of $26,000. 
That Bernard now makes 
so many 


false 
statements 
in regard to mo in 
this matter, 
can only be accounted 
for 
by tbe fad that he Isa largo owner In 
the 
Pos 
Angeles 
City Water 
I'om- 


pany.
